Peter was tie tirft Preacher ro the #-ws on the day 
of Pentecc{t, when he converted rhree thoufand 
Perfons by a Single Sermon ; as alforhe Firft Preach- 
erto the Gentiles lome time afterwards, when he 
Converted Cornelius and all his Family. And as in 
the iormer inftance there is the firft menrion of a 
Church ( which therefore mutt have been founded 
by St. Peter) and the Lord added tothe Church daily 
fuco as fhou'd be fav'd ; fo concerning the Latter St. 
Peter himielf thus {peaks to the Council at Ferufa- 
lem; Men and Brethren, you know, how, that a good 
witie ago God made Choice among us, that the Gene 
tiles by my Mouth fhou'd hear the word of my Gofpel 
and Believe But becaufe St. Peter was thus highly 
tavord above the reft of the Apottles as to be the 
Firft Preacker of the Gofpel to both Fews and Gen- 
tiles, does it therefore follow, that he had an An- 
thority, a Jurisdiction over them ? Becaufe he was 
bonor’d with one Prerogative, muft therefore ano- 
ther be added to it? Was not that one Prerogative 
a {ufficient reward for his having Witne(s'd that 
Good Confeffion, thou art Chrift, the Son of the Li- 
ving God. How thencan the Roman Bifhops claim 
any Authority from hence, when the Promife, as 
made to St, Peter, concerns no more than the Firft 
Piancarion of the Charch ; upon this Rock I wiil 
LUILD my Church, 

Bue had Chrift beftow’d fuch Extenfive Authori- 
ty upon Sr. Peter, why did he not Claim and Vin- 
dicate that Authority? And yet infiead of any ap. 
pealto Him, asthe Sole Arbitrator of Ecclefiattical 
Ditferences, we find him rather making his Appeal 
ro others ; we find him Inpeach’d by thole of the 
Circumeition, Pleading bts own Caule as a Crimi- 
nalat the Bar, and defending his own Proceedings 
by the Authority of a Vifion. 

When we read in 48s 15, that St Pau! and 
Barnabis wemt from Antioch to Ferufalem for the 
Deerminscion of an important matter, did they go 
to Sr, 2e¢rer, who was then there, as to the Supreme 
Judg of Controverfies? No ; they applied them. 
ieives to the Apoftics and Elders in general. When 
a Council was Convend to Decide the Point, was 
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Peter the Prefident of the Council e No; bur Sz. 
James, the Bifhop of the place, who gives the De 
erecory Sentence thus, Keivw ey’, 1 Fudge ,or,as >t 
Chryfoftom expounds it, | with Authority Deliver this. 
And the fame Sr. Chry/oftom acquainrs us, that the 
Decifion was given by St. Fames, becaufe He was en- 
trufted with the Government. And this informs us too, 
that St. Chryfof?om,who flourifh’d in the 4th Century, 
had no thoughrs of S$. Peter’s Supremacy. in 
the Letters fenc by the Council to the Gentile 
Churches, is there any particular menuon of St. Pe- 
ter P No ; they run inthele General terms, The A- 
poftles, Elders, and Brethren, fend Greeting to the 
Brethren, which are of the Gentiles, &c. Butthe Pope 
and Cardinals at Rome never make ule of fo Gene- 
ral a Stile in the feveral Decrerals iffued our from 
thence. 

Can we think, that Sr. Paul acknowledg’d the 
Supremacy of St. Peter, when in 2Cor. 11. 5. he 
jays ; 1 fuppofe, I was not a wiat behind the very 
Chiefeft Apojfties. 

If {uch Authority had been Confer'd apon St, Pe- 
ter to be Devolv'd upon his Succeffors, why was it 
not afferred by the Primitive Bifhops of the Roman 
Church? But as we read of no tuch Authority at- 
ferced by them, fo itis plain, that Anicetus, who 
Prefided over that See about the middle of rhe 2d 
Century, afferted none, fince otherwife he wound 
have us‘d ic inthe Quarto deciman Controverly. And 
tho’ towards the end of the 2d Century, P7&or, 
who was a Man of Hear, wou'd have Exercis'd 
fuchAuthoriry as his Predeceffors were Strangers to, 
yet the Churches of dfia Oppos’d his Ufurp'd Au- 
thority, and Slighred his Pretended Excommunica- 
tion, under the Direction of Polycrates, Bilhop of 
Eph:/us. And fince about the middle of the third 
Ceatury, in that grear Controverfy concerning the 
Rebaptization of thote, who were Baptiz'd by He- 
reticks, {o horly dilpured betwen Stephen Bifhop of 
Romz, and St. Cyprian Bithop of Carthage ; fince in 
that great Controverly St. Cyprian Prevail’d, and 
had moft of the Bifhops of his Side, we may Judg, 
what an Opinion they then had of the Roman Pree 
fare as a Judg of Ecclefiattical Caufes, as a Deci- 
der of Religious Controverfies.

tome, was extorted from him by Galerius, one of 
the Cxtars or Vice-Emperors.
